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Tricentennial Celebration 
Rochester Church Kicks Off Anniversary 

Last Sunday, Rochester's First Congregational Church, 
on the green at Rochester Center began a year long celebration 
of its 300th anniversary with two visitors from the past. These 
visitors were Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Arnold, the church's first 
minister and his wife portrayed by Charlie and Pat Tate of 
Mattapoisett. Following the church service, they were welcomed 
at a coffee hour. The gathering also honored a church member 
from the more recent past. Martha Fearing died February 23, 
2002 at age 71, after a lifetime involvement with the First 
Congregational Church. Always low-keyed and unassuming, 
Martha was an ardent worker, usually behind the scenes, not 
only for the church, but for the many groups of which she was a 
part 

Some of the many events that are being planned for 
this year include: more visitors from the past; a reunion of the 
Men's Brotherhood, formed at the urging of Reverend Lewis 
Hastings in 1953 which continued to benefit Rochester and 
surrounding communities in endless ways until the early 80s; a 
retmion of the Pilgrim Fellowship, the youth group started in 
the 1940s by Reverend J. Arthur Martin, which was carried on by 
subsequent pastors tmtil the mid-70s; the annual Ladies Lun- 
cheon; and fitting participation in various town events.

shares a love of history and has a desire to use the church's past 
history, that was so intricately tied to Rochester's begirming, as 
an inspiration for the church to serve the commimity with 
ethical, spiritual values in the future. 
In The Beginning 

We all know today that our first church of Rochester 
began in the little meetinghouse that was built in 1699 and stood 
within the cemetery for more than 100 years. The First Congre- 
gational Church has existed without reorganization for 300 
years. Members of the same old Rochester families have 
contributed to church support and held membership or office 
through successive generations. 
The First Minister 

In 1683, Mr. Shiverick made an attempt to establish a 
ministry at "Little Neck" in Sippican, preaching first at 
Minister's Rock and then in the little temporary house of 
worship there. That first meetinghouse was very small and cost 
20 pounds. It was later sold and made into two corn houses, to 
give an idea of its size. In 1687, when Minister Shiverick moved

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to Falmouth, Reverend Samuel Arnold, son of Minister Arnold 
of Marshfield, was invited to settle as minister. He was given a 
whole proprietary share of 200 acres of land on condition that 
"he continue in the work of the ministry among us until his 
death." Reverend Arnold began preaching in that little meeting- 
house near Minister Rock. He was ordained in 1684. But few 
new settlers were coming to this part of the town. The flow of 
population was from this point towards Great Neck, Wareham, 
Leonard's Pond (EastOver Farm area), and upper Sippican 
Village. In 1685 Lots had been laid out: "in the woods' at 
Rochester Center, and before long settlers began to find there 
way there, and into the more northern parts of the town. The 
religious impulses that started in the little temporary house of 
worship where Mr. Shirverick and Mr. Arnold preached for a 
few years transmitted to all the churches that occupy the Old 
Rochester territory. 

The year 1694 was an important one in the armuals of 
Rochester. About this time many changes were made in the land 
holdings. Lots were exchanged, or were "thrown up," and new 
ones drawn. Minister Arnold now came into possession of a 
land on Vaughan Hill Road, other uplands, meadows and 
swamps (a total of 200 acres). 

About this time also a definite effort was begun by the 
town to establish its permanent center. In 1697 the owners of the 
current church property, Ichabod Wiswell and John Rouse, who 
originally purchased it from William Paybody now "threw it up, 
and received in return a like number of acres in the 'tmdi- 
vided'" land elsewhere in town. 

On the new ministry lands, thus chosen at the Center, 
the town now voted to lay out a burying ground, and a training 
field, and "a place to sett a meetinghouse," while part of the 
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land was 'to ly and remaine the Ministry." A woodlot to the 
north of Rochester Church is still known as "The Ministry." 
Although the general location of the central public lands of 
Rochester was decided upon in 1697, there were still some 
months of doubt and discussion as to the exact site for the 
important building, which was to be the center for the town's 
civic and religious life. February 2, 1699, it was "voted that the 
meetinghouse shall be sit on the westerly sid of the long Bridg.' 

This obscure and apparently incredible statement on 
the pages of the town's books has been one of several confusing 
factors which led to the loss, during several generation, of all 
real knowledge or agreement as to the actual location of the 
important meeting-house built by the town in 1699. It did not 
seem possible that there was any "long Bridg" at Rochester 
Center. But further study has brought to light facts bearing on 
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this question. This was a part of the oldest road from Rochester 
Center toward Little Neck and Sippican (present day Marion), 
the road that was in use when the meeting-house was built. It 
ran south of the present day Rochester General Store, near the 
new police station. Between this point and the burying groimd 
much of the land is low, and though at present it is dry and 
arable, this was not always the case. In imagination one can 
seem to see a stretch of corduroy road made of pine logs, 
crossing this ancient brook and the trout brook and the wet 
lands near by, and known perhaps to the early settlers of 
Rochester as "the long Brgd." 

But wherever the structure called the "long Bridge" or 
the "corduroy road" may have been, the location of the meeting- 
house is no longer in doubt. From independent and authentic 
sources, we know today that the meeting-house stood a few rods 
westward from that low tract referred to, and within the limits 
of the town's burying-ground, which is indeed the only natural 
place to look for it. 

In 1699 the Meetinghouse was finally built. It measured 
"24 by 26 ft. and 10 ft. between joints, with a gable on each side." 
It looked like a barn roof on a nearly square building. It had "a 
pulpit and flours and girts for three gallerys, with three seats 
apew." This seems to mean that the gallery ran around two sides 
and the back of the building probably three pews in depth. The 
building was paid for by a free-will offering that amounted to 50 
potmds. The building committee included Samuel Prince, the 
big land owner, Peter Blackmer, who built the mill and was the 
builder of the church, and Mark Haskell, who had come in a 
hurry from Salem, his horse galloping quick and fast to escape 
serving as juryman at a witchcraft trial. The meetinghouse 
served as both town hall and church as the political history of 
Rochester is reflected directly in the various religious precincts. 
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which grew up as the town became populated. 

The building of the town's meetinghouse in 1699 
opened the way for the church organization that had been so 
long delayed. Reverend Samuel Arnold had preached sixteen 
years before he could establish an organized church. It was 
during this time that the his long religious efforts began to bear 
fruit, and October 13, 1703, the First Church became a reality 
and he wrote in the old church book, "It hath pleased our 
gracious Lord to shine in the dark corner of this wilderness, and 
visit this dark spot of ground with the dayspring from on high 
through his tender mercy to settle a church according to the 
order of the gospel." 

Seven Christian men of Rochester, in addition to Mr. 
Arnold, signed the convenant that day, the names of the signers 
being Samuel Arnold, Abraham Holmes, Samuel Hammond, 
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Isaac Holmes, Jacob Bumpus, John Benson, Thomas Dexter, 
Anthony Coomes. Abraham and Isaac Holmes "lived beside" a 
little pond," now known as Snow's Pond. Abraham, the first 
deacon and the first selectman of Rochester, was married to 
Reverend Arnold's sister, Elizabeth. Samuel Hammond was one 
of the original proprietors who drew his house lot at 
Mattapoisett. Jacob Bumpus lived in the Wareham section. 
Thomas Dexter of the Dexter Lane family and probably John 
Benson had homes at the center, while Anthony Coomes lived 
beside the mill at Leonard's Pond (EastOver Farm) on land that 
was given him on condition that he would do the work of a 
smith in that locality for a certain number of years. Although 
most of the original members lived near or in the center, the 
church soon attracted people in all parts of Rochester. 

There were not many homes in Rochester at this time 
but the scattered interests of the growing villages of 
Mattapoisett and Sippican were now in a measure united. At a 
Town Meeting held June 4, 1700, it was voted to tax the inhabit- 
ants at a rate of thirty shillings to support the necessary changes 
arising in the Town. The first taxes were levied. All the citizens 
were taxed for the church support. All questions of church 
funds, repair and care of the meetinghouse, salary or even 
choice of minister were in the hands of the townspeople. 

With this change in the town of Rochester in the year 
1700, the period of beginnings may be said to be passed, and 
with the new century the town entered on its second stage of 
history, an interesting era of general town development. 
Reverend Arnold had been an important participant and 
contributor to this development. Reverend Arnold was also an 
important landowner in early Rochester. His extensive holdings 
were the woodlot # 30 on Vaughan hill, where his homestead 
farm was located, other lots near his farm added in 1698, 20

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acres by the sea in Mattapoisett, 20 acres called the common 
field, 72 acres in East Rochester/ Wareham, and 96 acres on the 
Road too Middleboro. 

In addition to his ministerial duties he maintained his 
farm and raised a family. Besides preaching and burying the 
dead. Old Minister Arnold had to farm, and teach ambitious 
boys who wanted to go to Harvard College, and pull teeth, and 
give out opium, and saffron, and elder, yellow dock, and snake 
root to the suffering parishioners, when their home stock failed 
to relieve. Somewhat later Mr. Arnold's successor. Reverend 
Timothy Ruggles wrote of Mr. Arnold that "the neighboring 
ministers who survived him esteemed him as a worthy minister 
and approved him as a good Divine, but not so well skilled in 
church discipline as some others." In contemplating this defect, 
however, it is well to remember that skill in church discipline 
cotmted for more among ministerial qualifications in the 18th 
century that it does at present. 

The first movement to provide a school in Rochester 
occurred in 1704, when a rate of ten pounds was voted to be put 
into Minister Arnold's hands for the support of a schoolmaster, 
and the next year the selectmen were empowered to engage 
some able person to teach children and youth to reed and right," 
at a wage of two shillings a week with "dyet washing and 
lodging. Some other references to a school are made about 1705, 
but exactly what was done is not made clear, nor whether any 
teacher was really engaged until 1711. 
All in the Family 

Samuel was born May 9, 1649. He was the son of 
Reverend Samuel Arnold, who was born in Sandwich and 
married Elizabeth Biddle at Yarmouth before being ordained as 
the third minister of Marshfield in 1658. Records state Samuel 
was born at Yarmouth on May 9, 1649. He and his wife Sarah 
Holmes were married in 1671 in Marshfield. She had been born 
in Scituate, MA in 1646. 

Their daughter Mary (1672-1756) married John 
Hammond in 1691, and they built a fine house near to the 
herring weir at Mattapoisett. Sarah (1674- 1784) married 
Benjamin Dexter of the prominent Dexter Lane family. Many of 
Mr. Arnold's extensive land holdings passed finally into the 
hands of his Dexter grandchildren. Son Samuel Arnold Jr., a 
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deacon in the First Church, married and had five children: 
Samuel (1713), Josiah (1715), Sarah (1717), John (1719), and Seth 
(1721). The Reverend's daughter Elizabeth married Richard 
Bourne and her daughter Elizabeth married Charles Sturtevant 
and succeeded to the ownership of the family house on 
"Arnold's Plain at the Center" Many descendants of the family 
stiU live in Rochester 

Mr Arnold died February 1, 1709 leaving a church of 35 
members — 17 males and 18 females. 
Growing Pains 

On November 22, 1710, the Reverend Timothy Ruggles 
was ordained. The town built a house for him at the center near 
the present day General Store, which was his stable, remained in 
his family well into the 20th century. Reverend Ruggles served 
the church for many years. During the pastorate of Reverend

Ruggles, the membership of the church rapidly increased, as did 
the population of the town. The first meetinghouse was no 
longer large enough. In 1717 the town built another meeting- 
house. Churches were organized in the villages of Mattapoisett 
(1736), Wareham (1739), and North Rochester (1753). 

The First Parish of Rochester built a new meetinghouse 
higher up on the Common in 1760, the old meetinghouse being 
used afterwards for town purposes only. Reverend Timothy 
Ruggles died after serving for fifty-eight years, in which 30 
members were received into the church. 

The next minister was Reverend lonathan Moore who 
served for twenty-three years during which time, 95 members 
were received. 

Reverend Oliver Cobb preached the last sermon in the 
1760 meetinghouse on May 12, 1837. The building was then 
taken down. 

The present church building was dedicated in Septem- 
ber, 1837, having been designed by Solomon K. Eaton, who was 
well-known for his ecclesiastical buildings, as evident in the 
many local churches he designed in Mattapoisett, Marion, and 
North Rochester. The First Congregational Church founded the 
Rochester Academy in 1836 and built in 1838 containing a vestry 
for the church. The church has had several interior alteration 
and additions funded and donated by its congregation and 
generous residents. The bell was purchased by the Ladies 
Sewing Circle in 1850 and the Tracker Pipe Organ purchased in 
1866. The church was closed for several months in 1879 and 
renovated extensively through donations from Mrs. E.G. 
Leonard. More recently, a large Fellowship Hall was constructed 
in 1993 to the rear of the church to serve the growing needs of 
the members and the community. 

The Academy, founded by the First Congregational 
Church in 1836, was built in 1838 containing a vestry for the 
church. It was an important educational movement in Rochester 
Center in the early 19th century allowing Rochester to be 
recognized as a cotmtry town that held education and intellec- 
tual betterment as a priority. In 1905 the town leased a portion of 
the Academy for school purposes to relieve the congestion in the 
town's schoolhouses. Today the Vestry houses the church office 
and Sunday school rooms.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

January 27, 2003 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, January 27 at 
6:30 pm by Chairman Patricia Ryan. Also present were 
Selectman Naida Parker, Selectman Richard Nunes, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first unanimously voted to go into 
Executive Session with Police Chief Paul Magee and Chief 
Dispatcher Kathy O'Brien to discuss a pending criminal 
investigation matter. At 7:05 pm they returned to Open 
Session and first voted to approve the minutes of the 
January 13 meeting. 

Chairman Ryan then read an Open Letter to the 
Voters of Rochester to respond to some of the allegations 
made in print recently, specifically articles in The Sentinel 
concerning the Police/ Communications Building. 

"The Sentinel has done five pages on the police 
station, the Police Chief ... and I've had it up to here," 
Chairman Ryan said. "I certainly had complaints, and 
they were all taken care of. That building was not 
changed by the Board of Selectmen, it was the building 
that the voters approved." 

At 7:15 pm the board met with Police Chief Paul 
Magee to review the FY 2004 proposed department 
budget. Chief Magee said he basically reproduced the 
budget prepared by previous Police Chief William 
Przybylek, but he has changes he'd like to make. "This is 
the budget I inherited, because I haven't had any opportu- 
nity to (rework it)," Chief Magee said. "I saw some 
opportunity to make some changes, but I wanted to bring 
it forward first. Before I made all kinds of changes, I 
wanted to see what the feelings of the board were."

Committee, cautioning them to find a way to meet the 
school's needs while "keeping an eye on costs." 

"The present proposal by Kaestle Boos Associates 
has two options: Option 1 costs $14 million and Option 2 
costs $12.6 million," Selectman Nunes read. "In light of 
the state's fiscal crisis, I feel that the Rochester Memorial 
School expansion project will receive little to no state aid. 
The town will pay for the entire project up front and will 
have to wait up to ten years for state reimbursement, if 
there is any. Furthermore, the state's reimbursement 
percentage for such projects continues to be reduced. 

"The project comes at a time where the Town of 
Rochester continues to pay for the 1989 Rochester Memo- 
rial School expansion. The town also has to pay for the 
Old Rochester Regional School expansion as well. It is my 
hope to expand the Rochester Memorial School so that it 
can continue to provide quality education to our children 
and at the same time not tax out senior citizens and 
middle income families. I understand that everyone 
wants a slice of the pie, but there are only so many slices 
of the pie to go around." 

Selectman Parker then suggested the town look 
into the tax incentive program offered by the state which 
allows residents to volunteer their services and, in turn, 
get up to a $500 abatement on their taxes. She said it 
might be a good opportunity for people to work at the 
Council on Aging and other town agencies. The program 
would require approval of Town Meeting. 

On that note, the board next discussed setting a

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfuU and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cat's diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

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The Town Meeting voted for a Public Safety Building 
that was recommended by the "Building Committee." I was not 
a member of that Building Committee. I had been the Finance 
Committee's (FinCom) representative to the original Public 
Safety Building Committee when it included the Fire Depart- 
ment. 

There were no substantive changes made to the plans 
approved by Town Meeting. Any and all changes were voted at 
Board of Selectmen's meetings, which are open to the public. 

I was quoted as saying that we did not need sally ports 
(at the station). 

What I said was that we only need one sally port. The 
other "space" is being used to store bikes, a snow blower, and 
other "stuff." It is not used as a sally port. As a matter of fact, we 
had to vote to approve additional work to put in a cement 
divider with chain link fencing to separate the two areas in order 
to protect the safety of the officers, by keeping prisoners out of 
the area. 

I was quoted as having said that we would need a 

cook. 

What I said was that our cells were "holding" cells, not 
"jail" cells. We did not want to be in the "jail business," as that 
would require a cook because we would have to feed prisoners 
meals. 

I did not say we paid Plymouth Cotmty but that we 
paid Wareham for the use of their cells, and only had to pay 
Plymouth Cotmty if we required a matron. 

There is not now nor has there ever been any carpeting 
on the "second floor" of the building. Nor is the area finished in 
any way. It is a large open space, filled with ductwork for the 
building and accessible by a stairway. In most homes it would 
be considered the "attic."

An office or two could be made upstairs, if needed, in 
the future. In the very distant future. This would require closing 
in the areas with walls and doors, and putting down flooring or 
carpeting. The building was constructed to allow for an elevator 
should it ever be needed. 

If anyone had any concerns regarding the building, 
they should first be sure of the facts, and then come to the 
Selectmen. We have had at least two Open House events (with 
tours) and, to my knowledge, the Selectmen have not heard 
anything from the public. 

These are only a few of the comments published by The 
Sentinel in their "anonymous" speak-out section and a story 
written based on an anonymous tip. It would be refreshing if the 
paper occasionally checked out some of the information, instead 
of trying to fuel discontent by inadequate reporting. 

Is the (police) building perfect? No, it is not. I don't 
know of any building (or home) that couldn't be better! Hind- 
sight is always 20/20! But the town has a good functional 
building that it can be proud of, and it was done within budget. 
We have a building that will serve our town for many years to 
come.

It was a blustery, cold and chilly evening at Old 
Hammondtown School. With wind gusts bringing the wind chill 
into play at -10 degrees, you would have thought that the older 
generation of Mattapoisett would have stayed home instead of 
enduring the biting wind across the parking lot while making 
their way to the (Special) Town Meeting at OHS, but they didn't. 

As I sat in the back of the cafeteria, I noticed only a few 
families in attendance. As the time clicked by, youngsters were 
beginning to droop as their bedtimes passed, and their parents 
patiently waited for the chance to cast their vote for the educa- 
tional expense appropriation. The man in front of me sat 
motionless in his chair as not to disturb his young son in his lap 
who breathed heavily on his shoulder. The boy in blissful sleep, 
unaware of the discussions and the possible ramifications if we 
changed the title of Executive Secretary to Town Administrator, 
or if the Assistant to the Town Administrator should be under 
contract or under the Personnel Board, tmion or non-union. His 
father, caught in emotional turmoil, second-guessing his 
decision to drag his son out on such a cold night just so he could 
cast his vote for education. I sat there and wondered how long it 
would carry on. I wondered how long this father in front of me 
would wait. It was 9:12 pm ... but wait he did. 

The majority of the voters who came ... sure didn't look 
like they had children in the elementary school system. No sir- 
eee ... and I regrettably thought they were there to vote "down" 
the appropriation of the much-needed $121,000. Shame on ME! I 
stand corrected, I'm glad to say. 

It says a lot about Mattapoisett. It says a lot about our 
voters, young and old. We are very forttmate to have a commu- 
nity who supports education and appreciates the quality and 
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When the flow of energy is smooth and 
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persistence of our educators and elected officials. Asking the 
town for additional educational dollars for expenses unforeseen 
wasn't an easy thing for Mr. Lynch to do. But when the ques- 
tions were asked, it was very clear it was not a frivolous request: 
it was just plain necessary. 

I would like to say that for all the families with children 
"in" the school system who did stay home ... shame on you! As a 
single mother of two elementary school children, it wasn't easy 
for me to keep my children out so late just so I could vote. I had 
explained to them that it was important to attend the Town 
Meeting and cast my vote, as every vote counts. They knew it had 
something to do with the school budget, and they asked me if 
their teachers were going to lose their jobs; I told them I didn't 
know. 

Many of you are so quick to condemn the School 
Committee or Selectmen or Finance Committee when educa- 
tional expenses and programs have to be cut to balance the 
budget ... please let me make this clear ... you DO NOT have a 
voice unless you show up and vote. It is your right, it is your 
obligation to your toivn and to your children. 

So, for those of you who did not attend the (Special) 
Town Meeting last (week) because you wanted to stay warm, or 
didn't think it was important enough, thank a Senior Citizen. 
They were the majority voters. They voted "yes" because they 
knew it was important and it was the "right" thing to do. 

I would like to take this time to thank all the voters 
who voted "YES," and my girls thank you too!

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To the Editor: 

[Editor's Note: The following is an abbreviated version of a 
longer statement delivered to the ORR District School Commit- 
tee on January 22, 2003 by Teresa Dall, President of the Old 
Rochester Professional Educators Association.] 

We, the Old Rochester Professional Educators Associa- 
tion, are present this evening to bring to the attention of the fuU 
body of the School Committee, as well as to the attention of the 
Old Rochester Regional School District community, a number of 
concerns we have in regard to the current teachers contract 
negotiations. 

The concerns fall xmder several categories: (1) the 
process itself; (2) the lack of respect shown to us as teachers, 
both for who we are and what we do; (3) the lack of appreciation 
for what we have accomplished in relation to the success our 
students have met in their MCAS performance and other 
assessments; (4) the lack of appreciation for the hard work and 
inconvenience we have so willingly accepted in the ongoing 
building and renovation project; (5) our observations of poor 
money management in the district and in the current building 
project; and (6) our realization that much money is spent 
lavishly in this district on administrators, salaries and consult- 
ants, while teachers, educational concerns for the students are 
ignored and teachers, salaries and benefits are seen as the 
expenses to be cut. Please look out at the buttons we are wearing 
this evening — RESPECT — respect is what we are asking for — 
respect for who we are as professionals, respect for how well we 
prepare the students of this district, and respect for our students 
who deserve the best we can give them. 

Our contract expired as of August 31, 2002. Many 
parents and others in our community are not aware that we 
have been working since September with an expired contract. In 
fact, the first meeting between the two negotiating teams, school 
committee and association took place on February 2, 2002, 
almost a full year ago. Why then is the contract still not settled? 

Much can be attributed to the lack of respect. Our 
negotiating team has been subjected to delays, ridicule, sarcasm, 
lack of interest, lack of commitment, and lack of research on the 
part of the school committee. Equally frustrating has been the 
apparent disinterest on the part of the school committee and the 
assistant superintendent to do any meaningful research in 
response to questions raised at the table. The school committee 
negotiators made no effort to get answers to our questions, and 
in fact, the day after one of the fruitless sessions, one of our 
negotiating team members acquired the necessary information 
by making one ten minute phone call. In addition, during 
negotiating sessions, one member of the school committee's 
negotiators has taken cell phone calls, one has left during a 
session for a business meeting, one has limited the amount of 
time set aside for negotiating, and one has been openly rude, 
sarcastic and argumentative, while the other two have sat in 
silent assent, thereby neglecting their responsibility to represent 
their communities. All this has impeded progress. We then could 
go no further given the negativity and lack of cooperation on the 
school committee's part, and both sides thus agreed to an 
independent mediator, sharing the cost. 

We engaged in three mediation sessions and still could 
not reach a settlement. Since the issues of the committee's lack of 
respect and commitment have not been resolved, we are now 
here. 

We, the teachers, respect education. We provide the 
children in our commtmities care and concern and a very good 
education. We have shared in our student's success. It is the 



teachers who make the difference in a school. It is not the 
physical structure or the equipment or the administration; it is 
the teachers and support staff that day-by-day work to encour- 
age the learning and development that our communities want 
for their children. MCAS is the current measure of performance 
in our state, and we are the best in the immediate area in our 
students, success and among the best in the state. We continue to 
give of ourselves, of our knowledge, and of our expertise 
everyday; contract or no contract, and that is probably why no 
one has really noticed. 

The Old Rochester Regional School District is known 
for having good schools. We are proud of that. The Old Roches- 
ter Regional School District is known for its MCAS success. We 
are proud of that. People buy homes in our three communities, 
because of our fine schools. We are proud of that. If we didn't 
have the schools we do, property values would not be what they 
are. We make these towns desirable to parents. This is the 
reputation we want to maintain. In order to attract good new 
teachers when we need them, we need to respect our teachers 
and respect our contract. We need to maintain a competitive 
salary and desirable benefits. In the past two years, we have 
been able to attract several teachers because of our salary and 
benefits, and we have been able to keep some excellent teachers 
who have been courted by other school systems, because of 
those teachers, fine reputations. Good teachers should be 
valued; they are what make this system work. 

Most recently, our teachers have experienced the 
inconvenience and hard work connected with the building and 
renovation project. We have packed and unpacked; we have 
been hot and cold, because of a heating and cooling system that 
doesn't function properly. We have done this willingly in the 
hope that we would have a wonderful new building for our 
students. In reality, most of our academic classrooms, are small, 
bland, and inefficient, not allowing for the flexibility and 
creativity demanded by recommended contemporary methods. 
The message we see in the building is that showiness counts; 
teachers, academics, and students can make do. This does not 
show teachers and students the respect we would like to 
experience. We have an extravagant main office, a huge window 
in the cafeteria, and very unimpressive classrooms with little 
storage and low ceilings that come below the tops of the 
windows. 

We are told that money is tight, that our towns are 
tmwilling to give us more money for our schools, but remember 
why people come here and remember the quality education they 
want for the children of the district. We carmot give up the 
salaries we need in order to maintain and attract good teachers. 
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We have demonstrated such success; we cannot go backwards. 
Our towns are more comfortable financially than many in our 
state. Our communities want to be at the top in education — to 
revel in our MCAS scores and then strive for even greater 
improvement. We, in fact, have jumped 47 places higher in the 
state MCAS ratings, but our salaries have not kept pace with 
some of the finer districts in the state. 

On the subject, of salaries, we have been told there is 
not enough money to give us a reasonable raise, yet from an 
examination of our administrators, salaries, we can clearly see 
that they are paid very well and that their nimiber has increased 
dramatically over recent years. The former superintendent 
seems to have practiced an educational philosophy that added 
administrators and reduced teaching staff, despite a higher 
student population. I'll offer just a few examples. Our Assistant 
Superintendent, who incidentally sits at the bargaining table, 
earns $102,863 for the 2002-2003 school year. The Associate 
Superintendent for Finance and Planning earns $93,008 for the 
current school year, and that will increase to $97,534 for the 
2003-2004 school year. In addition, administrators like to give 
the impression that they work year-round, when, in fact, each of 
these has 30 working days of vacation written into their con- 
tracts in addition to the usual holidays; that is six weeks 
vacation. The high school principal's salary for the 2001-2002 
school year was $87,394, with the same six weeks vacation. The 
former superintendent seems to have had a greater interest in 
administration and building than in education. That seems to be 
the kind of poor money management supported by the district. 
We are living with the results today; a top-heavy management 
system and little respect for the true workers. That unforttmate 
legacy lives on in our district for the new superintendent to 
grapple with — a situation not of his making. That legacy 
imfortunately also persists in the current school committee. 
Where is the respect for teachers? 

On the subject of money mismanagement, as teachers 
we are living with the results in the building project. Cuts were 
made in areas that have created poor situations for learning. We 
have experienced pipes that burst, ceilings that leaked, rooms 
that flooded, ceilings and carpeting that grew mold. The current 
superintendent is presently dealing with these severe issues that 
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are not of his making. This is not an attractive building, nor an 
efficient one. Where is the true respect for education? Our 
former superintendent is, in fact, consulting for the architectural 
firm that designed this project. 

Other poor money management decisions result in a 
further lack of respect for teachers and our true interest in 
education. The district hires costly consultants to present 
professional development on topics we have already discovered 
and put to use. When we could be doing real professional 
development, we experience our budget dollars being wasted, 
while we experience a greater lack of respect for who we are, 
what we know, and what we do as professionals. 

Here we are then. We have been working at this process 
of negotiations since February 2 of last year. We have continued 
to do our job, which is the care and education of the district's 
children and to do it with love and dedication. We are asking for 
a timely and satisfactory settlement of our contract. We are 
asking for greater respect in this process, greater respect for our 
professionalism, and greater respect for education, that most 
important endeavor that we have chosen as our life's work.

IhatedMou/in Rouge, but that doesn't mean I hate musicals; itjust 
means I hate self-consciously chaotic messes. I mention that film only 
because it may give all future musicals a bad name. Those who share 
my disdain for Moulin Rouge should try to get over that trauma and 
submit to the expertly crafted pizzazz of Chicago. Here, finally, is a 
movie musical made by people who know what they're doing. In all, 
it's the most electrifying entry in the genre since Dancer in the Dark, 
though admittedly a lot more lightweight than that rewarding ordeal. 

The material has knocked around for decades, most famously in 
the Broadway musical of the same name, which opened in 1975 under 
the watch of Bob Fosse and songwriters John Kander and Fred Ebb. (A 
production was also mounted locally not long ago, surprising some 
theatergoers who weren't expecting the show's cheerful cynicism and 
amorality.) As with most musicals, great and bad, the "book" — the 
story — is very simple. Roxie Hart (Renee Zellweger), who has dreams 
of being a star on the Chicago stage, kills a callous lover and almost gets 
her sap husband Amos (John C. Reilly) to take the fall for it. Roxie is 
thrown in jail, where she meets two-time murderess Velma Kelly 
(Catherine Zeta-Jones), a song-and-dance star who killed her husband 
and her sister after catching them in flagrante delicto. They compete for 
the attention of the hungry media and the venal lawyer Billy Flynn 
(Richard Gere), who can beat any murder rap as long as his client 
greases his palm to the tune of $5,000. 

Chicago sees the judicial process as just another form of show-biz, 
a viewpoint that seemed overly sour in 1975 but looks perfectly 
plausible after the countless celebrity trials of recent years (including 
Winona Ryder, whose arm injury might' ve earned a smirk of approval 
from Velma). Roxie has well-scrubbed innocence to sell, and sells it so 
well that a sympathetic nation gives their hearts to her. Velma has wit 
and show-biz instinct — she works with Billy on the manipulative bits 
of business she'll wow the jury with as if they were both choreographing 
a new number, as indeed they are. Taking Fosse's cue, director Rob 
Marshall and screenwriter Bill Condon (Gods and Monsters) adore Roxie 
and Velma precisely because they're cast-iron lying vixens — the breed 
of outsize divas that used to power classic Hollywood movies. 



A lot of hard work must've gone into the film — prepping the 
somewhat rusty Zellweger and Gere for musical numbers, for instance 
(Zeta-Jones has a more solid and recent singing-dancing background). 
But you don't see the sweat; you just see passion and joy. Chicago looks 
as though it was a great deal of fun to make, even if it wasn't. Gere is 
a somewhat forced singer, but he makes up for it with a colorful and 
sleazy turn, especially during his numbers "All I Care About" (money) 
and "Razzle Dazzle" (which re-imagines a tense courtroom moment as 
a tap-dance). Zellweger is a pleasure to watch as she morphs from 
frightened convict to seasoned spin-mistress, but Zeta-Jones is the real 
star here; she takes the stage (and the screen) with the hunger of a 
lioness, kicking the movie off beautifully with "All That Jazz" and 
sneering her way through the show-stopper "Cell Block Tango." 
Queen Latif ah, too, scores as the prison matron with the ribald number 
"When You're Good to Mama." Even John C. Reilly gets a poignant 
tune, "Mr. Cellophane," lamenting Amos' invisibility. 

I felt like applauding after all these numbers; I felt like applauding 
the movie. Chicago is exactly the sort of big, silly trifle that audiences in 
similarly dark times (war, depression) used to escape to, and I see no 
reason why it shouldn't be as huge a hit as it deserves to be. Loud, and 
without a shy bone in its body, Chicago shows us what we've been 
missing, just as (in an entirely different tone and context) Unforgiven 
showed us what a true example of another moribund genre — the 
western — should look like. And it shows, along with 200rs cult item 
Hedwig and the Angry Inch, that it's not lack of talent or brassiness that 
keeps musicals and movies segregated; it's Hollywood's perception of 
a lack of interest in movie musicals. Let's prove Hollywood wrong, 
shall we?
